present. The Minutes of the proceedings of March 19th were read 
and adopted. 


The Warden welcomed all the Members to the Session. 
The following communications were read: 


1. From the County of Victoria, a resolution requesting that 
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Section 216 of the Assessment Act be amended to permit any person 
who has filed a notice of an appeal against his Assessment should 
be allowed access to the Assessors information Cards between the 
time of the return of the Roll by the Assessor and the time that the 
appeal is considered by the Court of Revision. 


2. From the County of Peterborough, a resolution that the 
Provincial Government be requested to pay the entire cost of salaries 
of teachers for Secondary Education, and the Trustee Board pay 
their share of Debentures and maintenance for Secondary een 
in the same proportion as has previously existed. a. 


3. From the City of London, a resolution asking the Ontario 
Government to assume the-entire cost-of the administration of justice 
including the cost of building and maintaining Court Houses and 
Jails. 


4, From the County of Grey, a resolution that The Ontario 
Hydro Electric Power Commission and Telephone Companies be 
requested to inspect their installations of poles and lines and take 
action to relocate them so that the maximum distance of poles from 
the legal fence line is four feet. 


5.. From the Town,of Newmarket, a resolution petitioning the 
Minister of Education to conduct a study for the purpose of using our 
school facilities for'a longer period of time in the year. 


6. From the City of Windsor; a resolution urging the Provincial 
Government to give leadership in the planning: for more treatment 
and residential facilities for the care of emotionally tinea chil- 
dren. 


7. From the County of Wellington, .a resolution recommending 
that the Canadian Red Ensign be adopted as the National sng of 


the Dominion of Canada. 


8.. From the County of Peel, a resolution requesting the ‘Gov- 
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ernment of Ontario for legislation to insure that— 


(a) Frivolous applications for annexation made to the Ontario 
Municipal Board for tactical purposes only, will in the future be 
prevented as far as possible, and 


(b) That municipalities responsible, in spite of such precaution, 
for such applications that are unsuccessful be required to compen- 
sate the municipalities affected in full for all expense to which such 
municipalities have been put. 


9. From the Secretary-Treasurer, Oxford County Fire Depart- 
ments Association; a recommendation that a charge of $100.00 for 
car and truck fires be set within the County, for a call and the first 
hour of work or portion of an hour; and $50.00 for each succeeding 
hour or portion of an hour. 


10. From the District Forester, Department of Lands and For- 
ests, a letter advising that providing sufficient support is received 
from the counties it is their purpose to declare a three day open 
season for deer this fall. 


11.. From Mr. A. C. Whaley, Crown Attorney, a copy of the 
Verdict of a Coroner’s Jury recommending that the County of Ox- 
ford or the Department of Highways be requested to correct a 
dangerous curve on County Road No. 7, 1 mile south of the 
Governor's Road in the Township of North Oxford. 


12. From the Centennial Advisory Committee of the Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs, a letter urging the County to initiate its 
own project where one or more local municipalities do not intend to 
undertake their own project. 


18. From the Muscular Dystrophy Association of Canada, a let- 
ter asking for financial assistance.

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FIFTH REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
ON COUNTY ROADS 


To the Warden and Members of the Council 
of the County of Oxford: 


Gentlemen, — Your Committee beg to report as follows— 


lst. After the road programme was passed by the County 
Council ‘at the » March Session of County Council, your Committee 
proceeded with the work for the year. Specifications were prepared 
and tenders called on supplies, trucking and equipment rental. 
Awards were made to the lowest tenderer and in cases of identical 
quotations on supplies, the requirements are being divided between 
the companies quoting with consideration to the cost on the job and 
the suitability of the materials for the work being done. 


2nd. Although the paved roads did not break up badly this 
spring, the heavy loads passing over the apparent good surfaces 
has resulted in the hard top pavements checking and on examination 
of the surfaces the paved roads will require approximately the same 
amount of patching materials as it took in 1963. The gravel resur- 
facing provided for in the estimates has been completed and the 
first application of gravel dustlayer applied on all the gravel sur- 
faces including the new resurfacing. The mowing of the shoulders 
of the roads will be commencing this week and the application of 
chemical weed killer will be started before the end of the month. 


3rd. A complete survey of the warning signs required for the 
County has been made and the County is receiving tenders this week 
on the supplying of 290 standard warning signs; 215 special warning 
signs; 53 place signs; 17 County signs, and Fingerboard signs show- 
ing 141 directions and mileages, The estimated cost of signs erected 
is approximately $14,000.00. Tenders for the trucks approved in the 
estimates have been called and the quotations are now being tabu- 
lated. so.as a comparison can be made between the prices quoted and 
the equipment detailed on the tender form. Thé preliminary plans 
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for the bridge on Road 17 at Concession XII have been approved by 
the Department of Highways and the tenders for the construction 
of same will be called early in July. The construction of the Put- 
town Bridge is progressing favourably. The substructure will be 
completed this week and the grading finished to the point that the 
superstructure can be placed the first part of July. The total estima- 
ted cost is $272,804.10 and the cost to the Counties of Brant and 
Oxford will be approximately $27,651.00 each. Lewis Construction 
Co. has completed their 1963 Contract on Road 16 and tenders for 
the paving of this ‘section of road together with the paving on Road 33 
and Road 6 along with the passing lanes on Road 82 at the Beachville 
Road, Embro Road and at Rayside will be called by mid-summer. 
The contract for the grading, fencing, structures and base courses 
on Road 16, Con. V, VI, and VII, West Zorra has been awarded to 
John Murray Construction, Moorefield at a price of $73,078.00, 
which cost together with the materials and services supplied by the 
County amounts to $20,506.00 making the total cost of the project 
$93,584.00. The purchase of property on Road 18 is being completed 
and the tender call on this project shall be made by the middle of 
July. The call for tenders on the work on Road 14 and Road 4 will 
be made during August. 


There has been expended ‘on the County Road System to June 
Ist, the sum of $150,639.15. 


4th. Your Committee recommends that. the Road.»Committee 
establish a co-ordinated committee to organize and direct the pro- 
secution of the Needs Study of the County Road System» and be 
composed of: 1.

C. I. R. Green.

I am pleased to report that there has been considerable increase 
in assessment and valuations in the year 1963, which indicates we 
have been enjoying a normal, healthy growth within the County.

The proposed 1964 equalization figures are (with one exception) 
the total amount»of the, revisedtaxable. assessment shown on the 
local assessment rolls for the year 1963, plus additions made under 
Section 54 of The Assessment Act. It is felt that the local assess- 
ments bear ‘a just relation one to another and’ are so close in all 
municipalities that, therefore, “the local assessment “total of each 
should be the equalized total of each for County purposes. The 
valuations of Provincial, Federal and Ontario Hydro Properties 
upon which grants in lieu of taxes are paid; will) be’ added to the 
gross total for the apportioning of county rates in the year 1965.

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THE ASSESSMENT ACT 


There have been no changes of any significance in the Act this 
year. The Legislature feels that as they have appointed a Com- 
mittee on taxation to enquire into, hold hearings, and submit their 
findings and proposed changes to The Assessment Act and other 
related Municipal Acts it would be unwise to amend the Act until 
the Committee’s report and recommendations are tabled. 


I was appointed to the Research Committee by our Association 
to appear and present a brief on The Assessment Act before the 
Committee on Taxation. We were very well received and indeed 
had six appointments in all to present our case and explore all 
phases of The Act and the present method of taxation. 


ASSESSMENT PRACTICE 


The Hon. J. W. Spooner, Minister of Municipal Affairs has 
stated at our annual Convention that starting with the year 1966 all 
Assessors in the Province of Ontario will be licenced by his De- 
partment. All present assessors will be licenced on a temporary 
basis, and in the future, there will be certain minimum educational 
standards required in the appointment of new assessors along with 
stipulations re enrolling in the training programme provided by 
Queen’s University. 


This will tend to up-grade the Assessor so that only qualified, 
competent personnel will be employed in the assessment field and 
will greatly benefit the municipality by leading to better assessment 
standards. 


The Institute of Municipal Assessors has provided a 3 year 
course of study for assessors since the year 1954 in conjunction with 
Queen's University, 


I have had the honour to act as President of the Institute this 
past year and we have worked in close co-operation with the De- 
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partment of Municipal Affairs. They provided us with the money 
to establish a more advanced course of study along with a full time 
man at Queen’s University to act as a researcher and to assist in 
compiling the new lesson material. The Department are also com- 
mitted to reimbursing the successful students to the amount of 
60% of the Course fees. 


The Department is in no way dominating or dictating but 
merely participating by setting up the financial assistance to ad- 
vance the programme and facilitate the supply of competent per- 
sonnel in the assessment field. 


The Department also have been working on a new “Manual 
of Assessment Values” for the past three years, based on present 
day costs and this manual should be in publication by August this 
year. 


ADDITIONAL ASSESSMENT FOR CURRENT YEAR TAXATION 


Section 53 of The Assessment Act states that new buildings, 
additions, property ceasing to be exempt, and new businesses, etc., 
shall be taxed from the first of the month following the transmission 
of the assessment notice, when the property is occupied or fit for 
occupancy, i.e. assessment is placed on the tax roll of the current 
year for 10 months, six months or as the case may be. 


The County’s share of this additional revenue in the year 1963 
was in the amount of $5,952.48, which is certainly of great benefit 
towards defraying the cost of your County Assessor's Office. These 
assessment figures and taxes are set out in detail on one of the pages 
of this report. 


Prior to Oxford County adopting the County Assessment: Sys- 
tem; very little, if any revenue was derived from this source by the 
municipalities and the County received no additional revenue at all. 
This surely emphasizes the fact that making the local assessors more 
or less full time, paying them commensurate to their duties and cap- 
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abilities is sound procedure, as ‘the assessors, toa great extent, pay 
their way through this additional revenue. The: keeping up-to-date’ 
of sections 53 and'54 by your County ‘Assessor: and local'‘Assessors, 
not:only benefits the local municipalities. but-the County as a’ whole.

GENERAL 


‘This ;past. year two new assessors haye been appointed. Both 
have shown a keen desire to learn and have applied themselves well 
to their positions, They have adopted the proper attitude towards 
“assessment and the general public and are well on the way to, be- 
coming competent assessors. So I feel the time spent with these 
men teachingthem assessment: practices and principles’ has’ been 
well spent. -This © year we have’ one new appointment and trust 
he fitsin as well with our assessment programme as the. si arch es 
last year. | 


| This year too, the Town of Ingersoll are applying for nara 
tion of a ‘portion of West Oxford Township, It appears we barely 
clean up one annexation and we are thrown into another. I am 
working with the Township. on this. matter,.and I would strongly 
recommend that the County Council consider quite seriously the 
matter of being represented at the hearing by legal counsel and 
make*representation opposing this annexation. 
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The Assessors of the County hold meetings at regular intervals 
throughout the year. These work-shops are of great benefit as the 
assessors are brought up-to-date on new legislation, local problems 
are discussed, various type properties are checked out and every 
assessor becomes thoroughly familiar with each other’s procedures, 
bringing about true equality within the County. The Assessors are 
to be commended on maintaining almost 100% attendance at these 
meetings as I believe most, if not all, come to these day long meet- 
ings at their own expense. 


The Assessors in Oxford County are all maintaining adequate rec- 
ords and keeping same up-to-date thus ensuring that through this 
efficiency of collecting and using the data pertaining to assessment 
a high calibre of assessment is maintained. 


An Annual Report is compiled for each municipality. The local 
assessors and I work together on these and my office checks the 
final figures, balances, cuts and run the stencils so that same are 
available for the first meeting of the incoming Council in the New 
Year. 


Each year there are a number of school equalizations I am 
called to act on. These involve District High Schools, Union and 
School Sections, very often boundaries take in parts of adjoining 
Counties. 


I have given of my services in the past to local Clerks and 
Councils in the field of Municipal Administration other than assess- 
ment and will continue so to do in the future at any time, upon 
request. 


My thanks and appreciation to the County and Municipal 
Officials, and to all Members of the County Council for their co- 
operation throughout the year.

SEVENTH REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
ON COUNTY ROADS 


To the Warden and Members of the Council 
of the County of Oxford : 


Gentlemen, — Your Committee beg to report as follows— 
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Ist. The following is a summary of the work carried out under 
our direction on the County Road System during the year 1964. 


The expenditure on the work completed this year will be ap- 
proximately $1,110,000.00, which was the total provided for in the 
estimates, but as there was some $64,000.00 estimated in bridge con- 
struction that was spent on road construction, the extra cost to the 
County over that estimated will be approximately $19,200.00. This 
is due to the difference between 80% subsidy on bridge construction 
and 50% subsidy on road construction. 


GENERAL 


The expenditure in the general account will exceed the estimates 
by $18,000.00. This is the estimated cost of the Néeds Study which 
was not provided for in the estimates. 


MACHINERY 


One extra truck over those provided for in the estimates was 
purchased in order to keep our winter maintenance equipment up 
to the requirements. The equipment account will exceed the esti- 
mates by some $8,000.00. 


BRIDGES AND CULVERTS 


The bridge and culvert expenditure will be some $64,000.00 
less than the $293,900.00 estimated. This is due to a start not being 
made on the Oxford-Waterloo bridges near Ayr and the bridge on 
Road 17, Con. 12, East Nissouri not being completed this year. Brant 
County has the plans completed for the bridge on the Oxford-Brant 
boundary, Con. 8, East Oxford and this bridge and the Waterloo- 
Oxford boundary bridge should be ready for tender calls early next 
year. 
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ROAD CONSTRUCTION 


All the work provided for in the estimates will be completed by 
the end of the year. The. total. cost will exceed the estimate of 
$361,240.00 by some $5,000.00. 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE 


General maintenance was carried on during the year. Snow- 
fences were taken down in the spring, stored and erected this 
autumn. Two applications of dustlayer were applied on all the 
roads except where construction work was carried out and on the 
construction sites an application was made in early spring. Chem- 
ical Weed Killer was used where there wasn't any danger of dam- 
aging crops. Shoulders were mowed twice and on recently con- 
structed roads having flat side slopes, mowing operations were 
carried out to the fence line. Salt treated sand piles are located at 
five locations within the County, thus making treated sand readily 
available. The total sand ‘treated and piled is approximately 8000 
cu. yds.

4th. We recommend that the County share in the financing of 
the Woodstock General Hospital renovation. The total municipal re- 
quirements of $750,000.00 to be divided between the City of Wood- 
stock and the County of Oxford. The first $375,000.00 of this amount 
to be paid ona basis of 2/3 by the City and 1/3 by the County of 
Oxford.

BEING a By-law to Appoint an Assistant to the County Road Super- 
intendent.

BY-LAW No. 1781 
Of the Municipal Council of the County of Oxford 


BEING A BY-LAW to establish a County Library Service within 
the County of Oxford. 


WHEREAS by Section 86 of the Public Libraries Act, R.S.O. 1960, 
Chapter 825 as amended by Section 3 of Chapter 118 of the Statutes 
of Ontario 1961-62 it is provided that where at least half of the 
Municipalities forming part of a County for Municipal purposes, 
and having a combined population of at least 25,000 request the 
County to establish a County Library Service, the Council of the 
County may by By-law establish a County Library Service for all 
the Municipalities that so request; 


AND. WHEREAS requests have been received for the establishment 
of such service from the following Municipalities namely: Townships 
of Blandford, Blenheim, Dereham, East Nissouri, North Norwich, 
South Norwich, East Oxford, North Oxford, West Oxford, East Zorra 
and West Zorra—and the Villages of Beachville, Embro, Norwich 
and Tavistock. 


AND WHEREAS the said Municipalities constitute more than half 
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-of the Municipalities in the: County, and. have’ between them a poe” 
lation in excess of 25,000 persons; 


THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the ire of ‘og 
ford enacts as follows:
